Tourist* ,  ..ml  ntpeciallv  (or  tb>«e  who 
are  chronically  *en  nick.  Advice  upon 
this  subject  has  been  plentiful,  ami 
umler  the  circumstance**,  I  take  it  a a 
a  distinct  cutnpluueut  that  my  reader* 
give  me  credit  for  a  deaire  to  look 
into  those  thing*  which  pertain  to 
,  their  comfort  and  well  being.  There 
^  are  juat  a  few  point*  that  I  do  under¬ 
stand,  and  it  will  give  me  great  plea* 
ure  to  communicate  them.  We  will 
take  thi*  matter  of  odor,  which,  in  a 
greater  or  lea*  degree,  must  be  en¬ 
countered  on  all  steamers.  What  can 
be  done  to  mitigate  the  effect  of  that? 
In  consulting  one  of  our  mo*t  distin¬ 
guished  physicians  on  this  subject,  I 
was  immediately  ami  most  emphati¬ 
cally  told  that  the  practice  of  eating 
lion  bona  was  sure  to  emphasize  the 
ship  odor.  “Candies  and  rich  cake,” 
he  said,  “and  pastry  of  all  kinds 
should  be  entirely  tabooed  for  at 
least  two  weeks  before  starting  on  an 
ocean  voyage,”  and  added,  “it’s  a  pity 
tlmt  they  cannot  be  everlastingly  ban 
isned.  Tell  your  readers  that  the 
truly  healthy  stomach  is  not  likely  to 
bi  disturbed  by  an  odor,  but  no 
stoinacb  can  be  healthy  which  is  con¬ 
stantly  loaded  up  with  sweets ;  and  to 
leave  bon-bons  at  home.” 

Now  here  is  one  practical  thought 
for  those  who  are  in  the  habit  of  eat 
iug  candy.  It  would  take  me  too 
long  to  state  the  effect  w  hich  candy 
pnxluces  upon  the  system,  and  why 
an  unpleasant  odor  is  sure  to  be  more 
mischievous  to  the  consumer  of  sweet 
than  to  others^  but  there  is  a  good 
physiological  reason,  which  your  doc¬ 
tor  will  tell  you  if  you  cauuot  find  out 
for  yourself.  Plain  food,  then,  should 
be  eaten,  food  which  will  produce  the 
beat  effect  upon  the  stomach  and 
bowels.  A  couple  of  doses  of  citrate 
of  magnesia  has  been  known  to  be  of 
great  service,  taken  a  day  or  two  be 
fore  stalling.  It  is  not  well  to  fast 
when  on  the  ocean,  but  even  fasting 
is  lietter  than  stuffing  for  those  who 
are  inclined  to  sea  sickness  The  ml 
vice  to  eat  four  times  a  day  is  very 
bad  advice.  The  wisest  thing  to  do 
is  to  eat  when  one  is  hungry,  and 
then  to  partake  of  that  which  is  most 
digestible.  For  those  who  are  made 
flpeomfor table  by  reason  of  a  slight 
“qualmishness,”  from  the  time  they 
embark  till  they  leave  the  ship,  and 
the  very  sea-sfck — those  who  gt

AN  ACT  to  prevent  Cattl3  Pasturing  or 
Running  at  Large  in  the  Street*  and 
Highways  in  the  Townships. 

Approved  April  17.  1884. 

56.  8ec  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  auv  person 
to  drive  or  convey  to  the  Public  Pound  of  the 
Township,  any  cattle,  sheep,  hors  s  or  swine 
found  pasturing  upon  or  running  at  largo  in  the 
streets  or  hlghwr  ys  of  sny  township,  aud  impound 
the  same,  and  the  keeper  of  the  Public  Pound  In 
the  said  Township  Is  required  to  receive  all  such 
cattle,  sheep,  horses  or  swiue  under  a  penalty  of 
teu  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  for  debt, 
in  any  conrt  of  competent  authority.  by  any  per¬ 
son  prosecuting  lor  the  same,  for  his  own  use  and 
benefit  for  each  infraction  of  this  act  ;  the  keeper 
shallhave  twenty  cents  per  head  iur  letting  in 
and  lift  cell  ce  ts  per  head  for  letting  out  of  the 
pound  ;  and  for  feeding  and  keeping  while  In  the 
pound  twenty-five  cent-  per  head,  for  each  day  or 
part  of  a  day  they  sta  l  couli'-ue  In  said  pouud; 
and  if  the  owners  of  said  cattle,  sheep,  horses  rr 
■wine  so  impounded,  shall  u*>t  pay  the  charges  fur 
Impounding  and  keeping  the  j*i  i  <attle.  sheep 
horses  or  swiue.  within  five  days  after  *hi  same 
shall  be  impounded,  and  take  the  came  away,  is 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  aid  pouudkeever  t-- sell 
the  same,  giving  at  least  five  da\  s’  notice  of  su  h 
intended  sale,  by  setting  up  in  three  or  more  pub¬ 
lic  places  in  such  township,  and  f  the  owner  shall 
not  redeem  the  same  betore  the  time  so  notified 
theu  the  poundkeeper  shall  sell  the  same  accord¬ 
ingly.  and  t  ut  of  the  money  arisiug  front  such 
sale  shall  jay  the  charges  of  conveying  to  aud 
letting  In  the  pound,  keeping  and  ftediug  the 
same,  aud  one  dollar  for  advertising  and  selling 
the  same,  and  pay  the  surplus  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  cattle,  sheep,  horses  or  swine,  if 
they  shall  appear  and  claim  the  same  within  six 
months  aftt  r  such  sale,  aud  if  the  owner  or  own 
ers  shall  not  appear  within  six  months  ss  afor  - 
said,  then  to  the  overseer  of  the  township  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  said  township. 

57.  Sec.  2.  That  for  bringing  sa  d  catHe.  sheep, 
horses  or  swine  to  the  pound,  the  party  brlngiug 
the  same  shall  receive  t*e  ty-flve  .  cuts  pur  head 
from  the  poundkeeper,  to  he  by  him  collected 
from  the  owner  iu  the  same  manner  as  tees  pro¬ 
vided  lor  in  section  one.

1  r  highway,  attempt  to  hinder  or  t  ke  away  snch 
cattle,  sheep,  horses  or  serine,  from  any  person 
taking  or  driving  or  attempting  to  take  and  drive 
them  to  the  pouud.  he  shall  be  liaule  to  a  peualty 
o f  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  iu  an  action  of 
debt,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  by 
any  person  prosceuti.  g  the  same  for  the  use  of 
the  person  so  prosecuting  ;  provided  that  nothing 
in  this  >ct  shell  be  .o  c -ns trued  a«  to  debar  any 
person  from  driving  any  cattle,  sheep,  horses  or 
swine  along  and  over  snch  treets  and  highways 
to  or  from  pasture,  or  in  any  lawful  way  using 
such  street  or  h  ghway  for  the  purpo  e  o  driving 
over  the  same. 

69.  Sec  4.  That  all  acts  and  parts  Of  acts, 
whether  general  or  special,  mcon-isteut  with  the 
provisio.  a  ot  this  act.  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed  and  that  this  act  sha  1  go  into  effed  im¬ 
mediately.
